days two proposals that would make 
democracy, well, more democratic. One of 
these would provide for the direct election 
presidents national popular vote; the other 
for same-day voter registration, allowing 
previously unregistered citizens qualify 
their polling places Election Day. The 
Phoenix urges the legislature adopt both. 

The national popular-vote proposal would 
not replace the Electoral College; rather, it 
would modify its procedures. 

The popular-vote plan is an interstate 
compact, a type of state law allowed by 
the US Constitution that enables states 
to enter into a legally enforceable con- 
tract to undertake agreed joint actions, 
such electing president. 

Thec compact would take effect only 
when similar legislation has been en- 
acted by states collectively possessing 
a majority of electoral votes — that is, 
270 of the 538. 

Those states will then vote as a bloc 
for the winner of the national popular 
vote, guaranteeing supermajority 
electoral votes and thereby preventing 
the candidate who receives the fewest 
popular votes from ending up in the 
White House, as was the shameful 
case in 2000. It would also eliminate 
the possibility that now exists of the 
election being thrown into the House 
of Representatives — where each 
state has one vote (regardless pop- 
ulation) — if no candidate receives 
a majority in the Electoral College. 
And would force presidential can- 
didates to campaign nationwide, 
instead of concentrating their 
efforts in a handful of so-called 
battlefield states. 

So far, the bill has been ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives and awaits action by the 
State Senate. Around the nation, Hawaii, Illi- 
nois, New Jersey, and Maryland have already 
approved national popular-vote legislation. 
And in 20 other states, one body of the respec- 
tive legislatures has also done so. The State 
Senate here should approve the bill. 

Same-day voter registration easier 
concept to understand, but it faces a more 
uncertain fate on Beacon Hill. As this news- 
paper noted when endorsed the idea back 

in April, voter turnout is depressingly low. 
Massachusetts ranks only 21st in the nation 
in this respect. The idea of making it easier 
and more convenient register vote 
lowing those with proper identification to do 
so at the polls, should be a no-brainer.

Prince bows King Dylan 


The Republican and Democratic conven- 
tions are still more than a month away, 
but that doesn’t mean the summer has been 
an electoral wasteland. In fact, the Phoenix 
presided over three peaceably held elections 
this month — contests that were remarkable for 
their lack of mudslinging, stump slips, and neg- 
ative ads. And we didn’t even 
need Jimmy Carter to step in 
and monitor this shit. 
The run-offs were a part 
of our first-annual “so States, 
50 Bands” July 4th music- 
tacular, in which we picked 
150 fights by picking the 
all-time best band, all-time 
best solo artist, and best new 
band for each state (to see all 
the results, go to thePhoenix. 
com/sostates). We saved 
three of the most contentious 
slots — Minnesota solo artist 
(Bob Dylan vs. Prince), New Hampshire solo art- 
ist (Ronnie James Dio vs. Jon Spencer), and New 
Jersey band (Misfits vs. Four Seasons) — for you, 
our readers, to determine the winners, both by 
text and online voting. 

Leading off with the North Star State, Dylan 
cruised to a surprisingly easy victory. The Hibbing 
troubadour carried the day with 65 percent of the 
vote. His Cibberish-Talk Express was consistent 
in various battlegrounds, winning 65 percent of 
the Web vote and 64 percent of the text vote. 

In the Cranite State, Ronnie James Dio 

ode the Devil Horns platform to victory over 
the Pussy Pulpit proffered by Jon Spencer, 


apturing 56 percent of the overall vote. Dio 
took 55 percent of the Web ballots, and an 
astounding 79 percent of the texts. Jon Spen- 


cer, sir, apparently your fans need a new

And in the Carden State, Glenn Danzig’s 
Misfits notched a“W” over Frankie Valli’s Four 
Seasons, taking 54 percent of the overall vote. 
Online, Danzig’s horror-punk crew out-slugged 
Valli’s well-coiffed Jersey Boys 54 percent to 46 
percent, while further demolishing them 68 
percent to 32 percent in the text 

arena.

Indeed, a new report from the Kennedy 
School of Government at Harvard University, 
first reported the Boston Globe three 
weeks ago, charges that city and Boston Police 
Department (BPD) leaders stood by idly as the 

“Boston Miracle” of the 1990s unraveled. 

That complacency finally seemed to 
change, according to the Kennedy School 
authors and other observers, when Ed Davis 
became the new commissioner of police in 
December 2006. But that change may have 
had less to do with Davis personally leading 

the charge, and more to do with an internal 
finding of just how low the public’s opinion 
of the BPD had sunk, which may have then 
spurred city officials into action. 

A Boston Public Safety Survey conducted 
by the city in fall 2006 — never released, 
but obtained this past week the Phoenix 
through public-information request 
und that Boston residents held a less favor- 
ble opinion the BPD, and were less confi- 

nt in its ability to prevent and solve crime, 
than at any previous point in the 10-year 
history of the survey.

Menino, however, tells the Phoenix that 
he doesn’t recall ever seeing the 2006 survey 
results, and, further, wasn’t even aware the 
survey had been conducted.

Kennedy School report. “We didn’t drop the 
ball, as a city,” says Menino. “Maybe academ- 
ics dropped the ball, but didn’t.” (One 
those academics, the report’s lead author, is 
Anthony Braga, who was one of the original 
“Operation Ceasefire” architects and now 
works as a BPD consultant.) 

Menino denies that a shift in focus and 
strategy since 2006 even took place; regard- 
less, the Kennedy School researchers are not 
the only ones who have seen a significant 
change since Davis took over. The results 
have been slight but promising. Under Davis, 
arrest rates for homicides and shootings 
have risen, while the number of shooting 
incidents has declined. Community policing 
has been re-emphasized, most notably with 
a “Safe Streets” initiative that assigns officers 
to specific neighborhoods, where they can 
get to know people over time. 

All of that should translate into better 
public-confidence numbers when the 
ment conducts the survey again, later this 
year. “I am convinced that the numbers will 
improve,” Davis tells the Phoeni 

But to believe that all the b ad fe -eling 
has vanished is to misread the depth of the 
distrust that comes through in the 2006 
survey — and the extent to which the BPD

fact, four years ago, the Phoenix reported 
that the 2003 results of the Boston Public 
Safety Survey revealed big drop the 
public’s confidence police. Menino and 
O'Toole criticized the methodology of that 
survey, which the city had done every two 
years since 1997, and announced that they 
would no longer conduct it. 

But as we know now, the city did run the 
survey again, quietly, in September/October 
2006. And the results reveal an interesting 
mix of opinions. 

The reputation police officers had 
improved in some significant and important 
ways. For instance, residents judged officers 
much higher than the past for being “fair 
and respectful,” and for having the skills 
deal with confrontational situations par- 
ticularly impressive, given the increasing 
danger police were facing on bullet-ridden 
streets. They were also less likely have had 
bad experience with Boston police officer, 
or to believe that use of excessive force is a 
significant problem. These positive responses 
are a credit to Boston's front-line cops, as 
well as their trainers and supervisors. 

At the same time, confidence in the

SELF-POLICING 

For all the attention paid the issue rising 
violence and confidence the police solve 
crimes, perhaps the most revealing aspect 
the 2006 Public Safety Survey was one that 
had not previously been explored: confidence 
the ability police itself.

After several hours-long nail-biting sessions 
and took down Relationship Status alto- 
gether. There was immediate relief, followed 
by a paralyzing fear that someone | hadn't 
spoken with since high school would mes- 
sage me, boldly inquiring what prompted my 
sudden take-back of information. 

Nobody did. Still, over the past few 
months, that dulled sense social- 
networking-related panic has bled out 
and manifested itself offline 
ways, both in my own life and in what I've 
observed in others. I've found myself discuss- 
ing things discovered about people 
Facebook the way the characters TV’s 
Girl talk about the anonymous webmistress, 
whose rumor-spreading site chronicles the 
details of their social lives. 

Facebook, like that show’s own gossip 
vortex, is an insidious, addictive force. To an 
extent, that’s always been the case. It's just 
that now, it’s worse than ever before. Since 
it was created in 2004 by Harvard drop-out 
Zuckerberg, Facebook has played second- 
fiddle to MySpace, its elder by five years. This 
past May, that changed: Facebook drew 125 
million unique visitors, versus MySpace's 
million. 2007, grew 162 percent, 
compared with paltry percent. 
Everyone from your emo little sister to your 
straight-laced boss has crafted profiles and 
mass-added hundreds of friends on the site, 
even they never had joined social- 
networking site before. 

So it's safe to say that Facebook is now an 
omniscient, all-powerful tool that, some 
way, traffics dirt nearly everyone you 


know. Which part its appeal that 

is, until you're the one trying to stop some 
unwelcome personal facts from getting 

out. No matter how closely you guard your 
information or meticulously you edit your 
profile, after all, there’s accounting for 
what someone chooses extract from his 
her read-between-the-lines snap-judgment 
social-networking fervor. 

It’s the worst things about high school, 
neatly packaged and conveniently accessible: 
you're worried about who’s more popular 
than you. You're obsessed with projecting 
the right image. judged com- 
pletely superficial basis. You want make 
sure you have the right “signifiers”: the right 
band poster in your locker, the right movie 
you just saw, the right book sticking out of 
your bag. always waving down 
you from their perch the social food 
chain. (And the figures are right there for 
you see, indisputable empirical evidence 
that someone is more popular than you.) 
You feel misunderstood, because no one 
knows the real you. Which is why hinting at 
who you are vis-a-vis the things that you like 
becomes that much more imperative. 

Call exercise post-post-modern 
paranoia, but Facebook and its fellow site 
MySpace are actively pushing form 
superficial cliquism into adulthood. 

Here's the catch: while you have to go to 
high school, and put on clothes and be seen 
and worry about who having lunch 
with, you don’t have to go to Facebook. You're 
voluntarily throwing yourself into a world in 
which going feel insecure. why 
are you torturing yourself?

was drop-down list that appeared when 
you started typing name 
search box. It didn’t survive for more than a 
couple of days, so negative was the reaction, 
many were suspicious that the drop-down 
list contained the names of the five individu- 
als who checked your profile the most. Oth- 
ers theorized that was the top-five profiles 
you visit, or that the names were randomly 
generated. 

Whatever it was, clearly a raw nerve had 
been struck, and most agreed that Facebook 
had done something further fuck with the 
delicate mystery woven into social network- 
ing. was one thing see exactly what 
everyone else was doing on Facebook, but if 
you compulsively follow friends’ 
and frenemies’ lives under the cloak ano- 
nymity, what was the point? Before abruptly 
deactivating the feature, Facebook released 
a wordy denial that, one can presume, they 
hoped would deflate the rumors: “The search 
drop-down not list those that have 
searched for the user. also not list 
people whose profile the user has viewed the 
most who have viewed the profile 
the most.” Suffice say this exactly 
comforting. Those high-school era crippling 
bouts of insecurity are coming back with a 
vengeance. Thanks, Facebook! 

The so-called Stalker Feature wasn’t the 
first Facebook tool that freaked out its users, 
either. The site introduced its much-protested 
News Feed in the fall of 2006, which docu- 
uted every action that a person in one’s 
(friend acceptances, picture- 
album additions, Wall messages, etc.) and 
blasted it out so that everyone in your net- 
vork saw it on their own home page. People 

were pissed. It was strange being alerted to the 
fact that your distant, remote-level friends 
were getting engaged and married, and then 
clicking through the uploaded pictures the 
celebrations. Not too long ago, you’d have to 
attend a reunion of some kind — or have an 
inside connection to Ye Olde Rumor Mill — to 
find out details about the people you barely 
kept touch with. 

What generally irk people, how- 
ever, was the fact that everything you did on 
Facebook, whether you liked it or not, would 
be broadcast to everyone you were “friends” 
with. Users organized online petitions and 
formed groups like Took Shit and Facebook 
News Feed Knew About response, 
Zuckerberg wrote open letter users 
the Facebook blog. “We really messed this one 
up,” the apology began. “Somehow missed 
this point with News Feed and Mini-Feed and 
didn’t build the proper privacy controls 
right away.” Oops! (The News Feed still 
part Facebook, though you can now dictate 
what your network does and doesn’t see.) 

The pitfalls attraction and the paralyz- 
ing aftermath heartbreak are, quite frank- 
ly, already shitty enough reality without 
being further amplified Facebook, where 
the ebb and flow guilty pleasures and rela- 
tionship statuses can flip from entertaining 
debilitating with every update you make. 

Even given the general upset, though, 

never heard anyone declare that she 

was boycotting the site for good, deleting 
their profile, otherwise attempting 
wipe their information off the site. Most 
stuck around and waited see what 
would happen. 

Sure enough, it didn’t take very long for 
the coding monkeys to come up with 
something new torture er, help 
connect better. Around the same time 
Donadio’s essay ran, Facebook launched a 
feature called People You May Know, created 
with the intent of helping first-time users 
find their friends more quickly. The names 
and pictures three people now pop 
the side your home page when you log in. 
essentially social-network crystal ball, 
driven by the assumption that anyone who’s

one degree 
away from your 
network — 
a friend of a 
friend, say 
someone with 
whom you'd enjoy 
being virtual pals. 
In another open blog 
post, a Facebook engineer 
explained that “People You 
May Know looks at, among 
other things, your current- 
friend list and their friends, 
your education info, and your work info.” 
It’s impossible say whether the site actu- 
ally compares your detailed interests and 
favorites with theirs. (Facebook brass 
respond requests for comment.) But People 
You May Know, unsurprisingly, made lot 
people feel even weirder about Facebook. 
heard co-workers complaining that they’d 
been confronted with friend request from 
an ex or someone they’d worked very hard 
forget and, even though the option 
deny the request was always there, they were 
inexplicably annoyed that they had to even 
think about that person again. 


LINDSAY SPEAKS! 
In June, Jenny Feldman, over at Glamour's 
Slaves Fashion blog, wrote brief post 
titled “Facebook scares sometimes,” 
which she admitted being creeped out 
the fact that you can “become besties with 
celebs” online. 

Gawker recently unearthed Lindsay 
supposed Facebook profile. Her 
attempt online, alleged 
the snarky gossip site, resulted in the alias 
“Lindsay Ronson.” Real fake, the pur- 
ported Lindsay was BFF with model Jessica 
Stam, Interweb “It” Girl Corey Kennedy, and 
designer Marc Jacobs. what most people 
guessed was response set photos that 
showed the real Lindsay looking less-than- 
fresh-faced and possibly inebriated, “Lindsay 
Ronson” posted Status Update that read:

always accept friend 
requests, unless it’s from 
someone I don’t know,” 
confides 25-year-old jour- 
nalist in San Diego.

OVERSHARING 
Michael Tchong, the founder

Ever since 
Burger King launched its “Have Your 
Way” campaign 1964, Tchong says, 
marketing has spoiled the consumer into

And technology has 
pushed this notion much fur- 
ther, compelling everyone 
become heavy specifier, and 
expect the same from those 
they’re seeking out. 
Tchong offers the exam- 
Craigslist woman whose 
dream man was foodie. “She 
proceeded list the most incredible 
list specs, you will, for the potential 
boyfriend,” says Tchong. “Like, “You know 
the difference between nonstick pan and 
pan, and you know the difference 
between olive oils.’ I’m looking this and 
thinking, hope you were successful 
finding this person, because that’s awful- 
tight specification!’” 

Control Freak Syndrome piggybacks on a 
larger trend Tchong has dubbed Voyeurgasm, 
which dovetails with our culture’s “reality” 
fixation — limited not just to TV, but any- 
thing that allows you peer into the former- 
secret corners other lives. 

Once dubbed “the third most hated 
person the Internet” Radar, and cer- 
tainly self-promoting victim/leader the 
Voyeurgasm movement, Julia Allison is an 
unofficial expert the online overshare. 
dating columnist for Time Out New York, and 
stranger the notion that the Internet 
breeds judge-y behavior.) 


HOAXBOOK? This might 
Lindsay Facebook page. 
Then again, might not. 
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While some argue that the Internet brings 
out our true selves, and others that hides 
them, Allison believes it’s somewhere 
between, and that Facebook and other social- 
networking sites its guise bring out facets 
our personality aware of. “Facebook 
really changing the dynamics the way 
interact,” she says, and bringing back the 
kinds relations used have with people. 
think what people are finding that they 
actually enjoy the connection.” 

are within our avatars, and use it to make or 
keep track friends. But Facebook’s 
bring even closer together often make 
feel more alone than ever. Allison agrees that 
the grief often comes later, maybe months after 
you've hit changes” button your 
account. her case, the shame-faced-ness hit 
full-force after she decided to co-write a blog 
with boyfriend, which eventually exposed the 
details their break-up. 

“Look any celebrity,” says Allison, “and 
they’re far more vibrant early interviews, 
before they get burned.

Allison pressed pause the sum 
of her many forms of Internet exposure, 
though there are still certain things she pre- 
fers not to share — her favorite books being 
one example. “I feel like they’re private,” she 
says. “I'm fine with putting out other stuff — 
tell you about the people I've dated and 
my body-image issues, but my favorite 
books? No. That’s mine.” 

On July 7, British singer Lily Allen scooped 
the tabloids using Facebook announce 
she was back together with Chemical Brother 
Simons. Considering it’s been wretched 
Summer Celebrity Break-ups (Drew 
Barrymore and Justin Long, Sarah Silverman 

and Jimmy Kimmel) the pop singer’s news 
gave spark hope. Until started 
worry about her. Allen may have taken con- 
trol over who leaks tidbits about her love-life, 
but that just means she’s the one who has 
clean her dirty work, both and offline. 

Six months from now, Allen could 
find herself heap the floor 
with her own laptop, cursing the 
day she chose divulge anything 
about relationship that fell 
apart yet again. 

Perhaps then, she, like me, 
will convinced that couples 
like Beyoncé and Jay-Z are far 
wiser for practicing guarded dis- 
cretion. used fed with 

them despite the infuriating 
obviousness their marriage, 
never denied con- 
firmed anything. They keep their 
thrills and their little miseries 
to themselves. But as a result, 
never need publicly 
repent should things turn sour.

aving titled their self-released 
2002 prank-call debut CD Just 
Farra Laugh — a reference to one 
call’s poking fun, passing, 
M*A*S*H star Jamie Farr’s autobi- 
ography — Andrew Earles and Jeffrey Jensen 
made decision. For the disc new material 
accompanying the record’s recent Matador re- 
issue, Earlesand Jensen Present .. . Just Farr A Laugh 
Vols. 16-2: The Greatest Prank Phone Calls Ever! , a 
more substantial connection America’s fa- 
vorite Lebanese cross-dresser was wattanted. 

“So called the hot-dog establishment 
that Klinger always namedrops 
Tony Packo’s Hot Dogs, and we had, like, an 
hour-long conversation with those people,” 
says Jensen. “But regardless how over-the- 
top and absurd the things we were saying, 
they believed all of it.” ¢ ot 

Claiming they were writing Farr’s nine- 
volume bio, the pair phoned other Toledo 
landmarks. But everywhere they dialed, 
dice: “We were hoping get some outra- 
geous responses, but didn’t,” says Jensen. 
“So, box somewhere, there’s probably 
like six solid hours having really absurd 
conversations about Jamie life.” 

They can’t all keepers. But luckily, most 
them are. Earles and Jensen’s calls, primar- 
ily perpetrated unsuspecting denizens 
Memphis and New York, are strange and won- 
derful specimens telephonic performance 
art. Aman rings tattoo parlor, hoping his 
tat depicting monster truck being impaled 
upside-down cross” might somehow 
doctored into an image of Kenny from South 
Park. Someone purporting Van 
Michael Anthony tries pawn his Jack 
bass guitar. thuggish but sensitive 
gangsta seeks rent VHS copies Terms 
Endearment and Cocoon 2:The Return. A wizened 67- HOPE 
year-old burlesque dancer seeks audition 
which she can shake her cottage-cheese ass. 


PERSON 


seconds six minutes Just Laugh 
comprise some the smartest, funniest, 
strangest comedy around. But unlike, say, 
the Jerky Boys, who, their esti- 
mation, have moved 8,000,000 units over 
the past years, Earles and Jensen are still 
criminally unheralded. 

That may have with the deliberate 
obscurity their conversational reference 
points, the surpassing strangeness and, 
sometimes, dolefulness — of their charac- 
ters. perhaps it’s the way they refuse 
grab cheap laughs, talking with their Yellow 
Pages rather than them. 

way, the two seem content sim- 
ply enjoy, Earles puts it, “the weirdness 
communicating with complete stranger, 
engaging them this improvised script 
your own making.” Which is to say nothing 
the weirdness experienced the stranger 
the other end the line. 


DON’T 
Earles, Memphis-based journalist, and 
Jensen, a Brooklyn artist/musician/director, 
met about decade ago. But Earles had been 
pranking since high school, “harassing night 
Managers at warehouses and whatnot,” ef- 
fecting small audience his pals “using 
the three-way calling feature until had 
nine-

Jensen even confesses that one the few 
people who went see their feature-length film 
in the theater.” But far more simpatico was 1992 
cult classic Great Phone Calls Turkington 
(a/k/a anti-comedian Neil Hamburger). 

Because, while the Jerkys’ humor seemed 
designed “to get people angry,” says Jensen, 
and Earles aimed “do something oppo- 
site.” Instead simply using the callees 
foils, hapless soundboard off which 
bounce a pre-scripted comedy bit, they try 
engage them “build depressing little 
character studies out the detritus pop 
culture,” as Fluxblog’s Matthew Perpetua 
puts it, “and attempt nudge them into 
someone else’s reality.” 

always hope that the person who receives 
the phone call the better for it,” explains 
Jensen. “Y'know, like has something to talk 
about afterward. I don’t wanna call and just be 
ctuel, and say, ‘Hey sizzle-chest! I’m gonna hit 
you the head with fucking 

Indeed, if the Jerky Boys could be mildly 
funny when, say, violently berating pizza- 
shop employee, it’s lot more rewarding 
laugh along with the hospital receptionist 
cackling the other end the line when 
Earles calls in as “The Party Doctor,” a deliri- 
ously debauched MD who's watched Stitches 
and the Fat Boys’ Disorderlies a few too many 
times. bear audio witness the man- 
ager Kansas City rib joint’s bemused reac- 
tion when Jensen, calling per- 
sonal assistant, requests that Asner’s photo 
removed from its ignominious spot next 
the San Diego Chicken! the restaurant’s 
Wall Fame. 


MAKE DAY, HONKY 
Earles and most beloved recurring 
character “Bleachy,” allegedly roly-poly, 
four-foot-10-inch, 250-pound Southern black 
man, with ceaseless craving for Hostess 
Zingers and Rally’s Big Buford burgers. 
get know him over seven calls Just Farr 
a Laugh— Bleachy tries to join the army . . . 
Bleachy requests a birthday serenade at T.G.1. 
Friday's . . . Bleachy phones a Best Buy in 
hopes of watching Murder, She Wrote in the TV 
department Super Bowl Sunday. 

Acall from Bleachy makes for much mirth. 
Just ask the bartender Jensen called one after- 


noon wheezing with hysterical laughter 
Bleachy riffs about his plans come the bar 
that evening and “shake that big ol’ booty I got 
and spread some loooove, Memphis-style.” 


Spankin’ that backside! Mmm! Turnin’ it around! 
Shakin’ it. Hustlin’. Doin’ the knee spin! Bleachy’s back in 
town, baby! Let everybody know! Call the newspapers! 
Wake up your friends! 


That was the last of about “30 or 40” 
Bleachy calls the pair had done that day, 
says Earles. And a few hours after they hung 
up, they headed down to that very tavern. 
“Everyone in the bar was still talking about 
that phone call. The bartender had walked 
around the bar telling everybody about this 
call he'd just received. He was so excited 
about what had just happened to him on the 
phone. It just really made that guy’s day.” 


LSD 

Earles and Jensen seek inject bit joy- 
ous surrealism into people’s days, they also 
often leave folks flummoxed the abstruse 
pop-cultural references they cram into their 
conversations. 

one call, Jensen puts his best 
stoned-drunk redneck croak and dials an 
elderly lady who buys antiques. He tries 
to hawk a collection of every Simon @ Simon 
episode Beta tape. painter’s cap from 
Jackson Browne’s 1983 “Lawyers in Love” con- 
cert tour. A “Jar-Jar Binks doll from that Star 
Trek movie.” The poor woman has earthly 
idea what he’s talking about. 

Theirs is a universe where Murphy's 
Romance, Elayne Boosler, and Renault’s “Le 
Car” are name-dropped without second 
thought. Earles was deeply influenced his 
teen years by long, dark nights of cable TV 
(often gazed upon with lysergically dilated 
pupils). “I made a bad habit of that. AndI 
think that those years absorbing complete- 
fucked-up television had impact the 
development of my sense of humor.” 

forewarned: even though Earles 
takes pains stress “that I’m not just guy 
who sits home prank calling people all 
day,” and Jensen plan get together 
soon and record another batch of calls. 

Be especially vigilant in the late-morning 
and early-afternoon. Earles says that’s com- 
mon time crack the phone book. find 
that when I have a mind-shattering hang- 
over, for some reason I have a different sort of 
wit around me. I’m little giddy. Not only 
things make laugh, but joke around lot 
in a delirious fashion.” Fortunately or unfor- 
tunately, depending your perspective, try 
not have many those anymore.”

LITTLE SOMETHING SPECIAL Fried garbanzo beans pack lot flavor into small 


0) If you thought Brookline’s Taberna de 
Haro was an authentic tapas bar, you 
weren't wrong. However, a divorce and new 
partners have put Julio de Haro in the posi- 
tion to open Estragon, a larger restaurant 
with a 1930s-tapas-bar theme. Nostalgia 
deepens authenticity, no? So does a line 
of Basque-type specialties and a gourmet 
store next door, should you want to try this 
at home. Estragon has Spanish pop music 
playing, old family photos on the walls, and 
as much noise as a Madrid tapas bar at mid- 
night — everything but shells on the floor. 

Perhaps most remarkably, they serve 
the real Spanish bread, in paper bags: min- 
iature, pointy-ended loaves that are softer 
than, though just as flavorful as, genuine 
French bread. You can have it with the com- 
plimentary platter of olives (including giant, 
ripe red ones never before seen in Boston) 
and the excellent extra virgin olive oil with 
tarragon leaves marinating in the bottle. 

The menu is all small plates: some are 
more clearly the bar-snack “pinchos” or 
“tapas” (literally “lids”), while others are 
more like appetizers or units of entrées. For 
snacking, don’t miss the fried garbanzo 
beans ($4). Although it’s just a little plate, 
each chickpea has a kick of paprika and 
garlic. With a catchy name like “Catalan 
Popcorn,” this could be huge. Another small 
plate you'll want several of is the classic 
tortilla ($4), a slice from a thick potato om- 
elet, here served with a lemony homemade 
mayonnaise. Asparagus soup ($5) is creamy, 
full of chopped asparagus, and topped with 
shredded Manchego cheese. | also liked a 
special dish of broiled chili peppers ($8), full 
of concentrated flavor; a couple of the pep- 
pers were a bit spicy, too. 

To fill up, get something with a sauce, 
such as the spiced tripe and chorizo ($8), 


a richly flavored tomato-based stew in the 
tradition of French tripe 4 la mode de Caen. 
Or try the littleneck clams ($14), eight clams 
in a loaf’s worth of onion-garlic-clam-broth 
sauce that just won't quit. Another gravy- 
bearing stew is squid rings ($9) with Basque 
blood sausage (better than it sounds; rather 
like scrapple); the rings were nearly as tender 
as fish. Marinated mussels ($8) were actually 
pickled with peppers, carrot, and onion. 

Near-entrées include skewers of mari- 
nated Moorish lamb ($11), which are fine 
shish kebabs with a bite-back of paprika and 
cumin. Or you could have a skirt steak ($12) 
mini portion: tender slices of medium-rare 
meat with a fried quail egg on top. Adda 
plate of grilled asparagus ($7) with garlic- 
parsley sauce and a tortilla, and it starts to 
look like an American dinner out. 

Some of the more unusual dishes are 
Basque-style tapas that other local restau- 
rants haven't dared to present. Frogs’ legs 

$8) — yes, they do sort of taste like chicken 
wings — are served in a simple garlic sauce, 
about as easy an introduction to eating frogs 
as one could want. The house sausage ($8), 
spelled “txistorra” in Basque, is a spicy blood 
sausage with some starch to fill up on, and 
no strong blood-sausage flavor. A special on 
fried pig ear ($8) tasted like Southern crack- 
lings, with some tomato sauce tossed in. 

The cheese platter ($14) is all Spanish 
and all terrific. My immediate favorite was 
Mahon, a cow cheese from Minorca with 
an orange rind like Muenster. I moved on to 
the blue cheese, a Cabrales, I believe. It's a 
mixed-milk blue cheese with some powerful, 
ripe aromas, even creamier than Roquefort. 
Everyone likes Manchego, and the platter 
had a nicely aged, nutty one sliced thin and 
served with a bit of honey. For a fresh cheese, 
there was a white goat — I didn’t catch the 


name — that was less goaty than some. 

The list of beers, wines, and mixtures 
like sangria is essentially all Spanish. A 
2003 Alvear fino ($7) is what most of Spain 
drinks with tapas: cold, dry sherry. My 
first one came warm, smelled like oloroso 
sherry, and was whisked off for a cold 
one before I could comment. The next one 
was a little maderized. I think of fino, 
especially the Alvear — which comes from 
Montilla, inland of Jerez, and is unforti- 
fied — as being cleaner tasting, witha 
bit of blue-cheese-like “flor.” It’s a special 
mold that develops in Southern Spain. (If 
it doesn't, the wine is aged for oloroso 
The 2005 Bodegas Volver tempranillo ($11 
glass; $44/bottle), a stunning red wine, 
is also from La Mancha (as is Manchego 
cheese). Right now it has an intense 
raspberry aroma but quite a bit of acidity 
and structure, like a great cabernet franc- 
based wine, such as Chinon. | actually 
preferred it to the prestigious 2003 Muga 
Rioja ($12/glass; $24/half bottle), which 
was more Bordeaux-like and complex, if 
softer. I'd like to come back to these wines 
in a few years. On the white side, the 2007 
Paso a Paso verdejo ($7/$28) — again from 
La Mancha — was as lively as a fine sauvi- 
gnon blanc. 

Estragon has a couple of desserts. A 
trio of ice creams ($7) was unusual: honey- 
thyme with thyme leaves, caramel with 
nuts, and nougat ice cream with torron (a 
toffee-like candy). The honey thyme is not 
for everyone — great, more for me. The oth- 
er dessert, a creamy flan ($6), had a strong 
citronella flavor, perhaps lemon verbena. 

Espresso ($3.50) is served in the real Span- 
ish style: a semi-hemi-demitasse of strong 
and bitter stuff, even in the decaf version. 
You're expected to add sweetener. A selection 
of teas with a pot of hot water ($3) included 
an excellent “Mighty Leaf African Nectar” 
based on roiboos. The Red Zinger berryness 
was somehow refined out, leaving just subtle 
hints of mango and floral aromas. 

Service at Estragon is willing, enthu- 
Siastic, and accurate. Plates don’t come in 
logical or predictable order, which adds to 
the fun. And fun is as much the theme here 
as authenticity. This column is hard on loud 
restaurants, but here the loudness doesn 
distract from savory plates, wines wort 
voring, or the total experience. ©

Darkness 


Scars run deep Christopher Nolan’s 


BRETT MICHEL 


THE DARK KNIGHT

“The night darkest just before the dawn,” 
says District Attorney Harvey Dent (Aaron 
Eckhart) in The Dark Knight. But in director 
Christopher Nolan’s second installment of 
his stylish reinvention the Batman saga 
(after 2005's Batman Begins), the forecast for 
that dawn is distinctly overcast. Indeed, an 
unpredictable tempest insanity threatens 
to eclipse all that Gotham’s Caped Crusader 
(Christian Bale, back for his second turn, 
comfortable in the cowl) has accomplished 
his vigilante crusade rid the crime- 
riddled metropolis its cancerous core. 

Worse yet, the city’s self-styled protec- 
tor is the root cause of its latest, deadliest 
threat, psychopathic wild card known only 
as the Joker (Heath Ledger), an “unstop- 
pable force” collision course with Bat- 
man’s “immovable object,” yin to the Dark 
Knight's yang. The Joker wouldn't exist if 
not for Batman. “You and I need each other,” 
cackles the clown. “You complete me.” 

Still, even before the appearance of the 
homicidal harlequin, Batman's alter ego, 
billionaire playboy Bruce Wayne, has begun 
doubt the effectiveness his campaign 
against terror. Copycats have begun to 
sprout up, decked out dime-store bat- 
suits, untrained, brandishing guns. “That's 
not exactly what I had in mind when I said 
wanted inspire people,” laments Wayne 
to his faithful butler, Alfred Pennyworth 
(Michael Caine, bringing needed touch 
humor). 

These junior vigilantes might not sub- 
scribe to Wayne's strict moral code, but 
they’re a minor annoyance compared with 
the Joker, a perfect foil whose strength is his 
utter amorality. Even before Ledger died 
an accidental prescription-drug overdose in 
January, word his performance had begun 
spread from those who had witnessed 
on set. Jack Nicholson had delivered one of 
his iconic performances in the 1989 film that 
ushered in the modern era of the Batman, 
but his Joker was a consummate showman, 
throwing parade for the masses, enter- 
taining them even as he unleashed a deadly 
poisonous gas. 

When Ledger’s modern brand maniac 
shows up on screen, you might not even real-

ize watching him for five minutes 
so. Completely lacking in vanity, Ledger cre- 

ates his finest performance as an unhinged 
unatic with thinning, unwashed hair and 


unsettling clown make-up that, far from 
hiding the hideous scar tissue that forms 
permanent Cheshire grin his face, accen- 
tuates the horrors suffered the hands 


abusive father. did mutilate him- 
self? The story of his origin changes depend- 
ing who he’s relating to, and the actor’s 
influences are just as hard to pin down. If you 
detect a hint of Malcolm McDowell's anarchic 
Alex from A Clockwork Orange, Andy Robinson's 
Scorpio Killer from Dirty Harry, or possibly 
even Jack Lemmon’s manic, high-registered 
mutterings (albeit with added layer 
black eyeshadow), you’d be underestimating 
Ledger’s original, fearless talent. 

Batman and his chief ally, Detective 
Jim Gordon (Gary Oldman), see a savior in 
heroic District Attorney Dent, Gotham’s 
White Knight, and the current boyfriend 
Wayne's lapsed inamorata, Rachel Dawes 
(Maggie Gyllenhaal, replacing Katie Hol- 
mes). Looking photo Dent, Wayne 
concedes that “this the face 
future,” realizing that may time 
hang his cape. Unfortunately, the Joker 
recognizes this as well, and he’s willing to 
scar that face the man and the city along 
with him Nolan’s relentlessly paced 
crime thriller, which pushes the limits of its 
PG-13 rating. (This isn’t your kids’ Batman.) 

Not all perfect. Too much time spent 
setting third film, with the audience 
(and the Joker) left dangling as Dent is rushed 
toward his, and indeed all Gotham’s, fate. 
Still, few scars are expected the gro- 
tesque face Nolan’s batty genius.

The dance is deliberately interrupted, 
its insistent rhythms pushed by a score that 
mixes growling electronica and Middle-East- 
ermn-verging-on-Indian modalities performed 
live by a string quintet. Shechter, who once 
played drums in a jazz band, wrote the music 
with violinist Nell Catchpole. 

Now 33, Shechter danced for his country- 
man Ohad Naharin the Batsheva company 
in Tel Aviv. He’s a fine, compact performer, 
but his company not vanity project that 


showcases him soloist. During Your 
Rooms he is the guy uselessly pouring a line of 
sand from a bulky bag across the stage. He’s 
also the one who gets the girl, but their em- 
brace comes about only when he — and the 
entire ensemble — just can’t kick out at the 
air anymore.

What got people tizzy was 
appearance the July opening New 
Jersey’s Ron English, who’s (in)famous 
for (illegally) pasting over commercial 
billboards with his own slogans: “Jihad 
Over! (If you want it)”; “Jesus drove an SUV/ 
Mohammad pumped his gas/The new 
Hummer”; “Support our CEOs.” (An outdoor 
video screening the gallery July will 
include Pedro Caravajal’s documentary POPa- 
ganda: The Art and Crimes Ron English.) 

That evening, construction fence 
across the street from the gallery (with 
permission from the landlord), English 
pasted 13-foot-tall reproductions his 
painting Abraham Obama, which merges the 
features President Lincoln with Barack’s. 
Cuests were given smaller posters Abraham 
Obama. Within hours number these were 
plastered South End lamp posts and build- 
ings and the front the Boston Center for 
the Arts. Police were alerted. A week later, 
the announced its front page: “Fans’ 
unauthorized blitz draws fire.”

usions are the lifeblood of music, but 
too often they come with a whiff of 
high-concept gimmickry. Country 
rock, folk rock, cowpunk, Latin jazz 
all well and good. But when does 
integral style break down? what point 
do the signifying regionalisms and musical 
accents get whirled and blended such 
high velocity that you end up with music that 
more purist jazz moments, Wynton Marsalis 
has drawn analogy with gumbo: what 
point does become just soup with shrimp? 

Not that music has identifiable 
genre good. (Most the time the oppo- 
site is tue — or else genre becomes generic.) 
But does have identifiable something, 
its own integral self and not just a collection 
of musical signifiers. Or, as the resolutely 
free-improv saxophonist David Cross once 
said to me mockingly: “I'm going to have my 
chestral dub ensemble.’ ” 

And yet, town over the past couple 
weeks had Dengue Fever, Los Angeles 
Cambodian-American psych-surf band (see 
“Show Time,” on page 19), and Forro in the 
Dark, Brazilian Brooklyners who meld South 
American rhythms with reggae, among 
other things. Now we have Nation Beat, 
yet another Brooklyn band, coming to the 
Regattabar on June 31. On their new Legends 
of the Preacher (Modiba), you can hear their 
core sound — the maracatu rhythms of the 
Northeast Brazilian city of Recife (home also 
to forré) — wed to zydeco, New Orleans funk, 
bluegrass, country (Hank's “I'm So Lone- 
some I Could Cry” is here, and so is “Blue Eyes 
Crying in the Rain”) and, gulp, klezmer. All 
three these bands make integral music 
that reaches wide with obvious references 
yet still holds together as its own thing. And 
they do it in different ways. 

You can get away with a lot in folkloric 
music if your folklore is sound, and Nation 
Beat (terrible band name aside) have done 
their homework. Scott Kettner, a young jazz 
percussionist in New York, was encouraged 
to study maracatu by his teacher, the great 
jazz Billy Hart: don’t know how 
play it, but it’s bad-ass rhythm and you 
gotta learn you can teach me!” 

Kettner studied for a year in Recife with 
the maracatu master Jorge Martins (who 
Here's part of what he discovered: the ma- 
racatu rhythm dates back about 400 years 
it’s far older, and more African, than for- 
It’s drawn from the “crowning ceremo- 


nies” that African slaves developed Brazil 
under Portuguese rule, mix African and 
Portuguese traditions. “After the crowning 
ceremony,” Kettner tells over the phone 
from Brooklyn, “they would have a celebra- 
tion where they would sing, dance, and 
play drums, and out of those celebrations 
evolved this cultural manifestation known 
as maracatu.” The ceremonies became enter- 
tainments for the Portuguese rulers, but 
they imitated Portuguese royalty, they also 
mocked it, a coded minstrelsy that allowed 
the ceremonies to continue. 

The crowning ceremonies are still going 
on, but they’ve shifted from patriarchal 
from king queen. The cel- 
ebrations can include as many as 150 drum- 
mers and percussionists, just as many danc- 
ers, and complete royal court. 

This ritual will ring bell for anyone fa- 
with the Mardi Gras Indian tribes 
New Orleans, with their Big Chiefs, elaborate 
ritualized performances, and community au- 
thority. Kettner confirms the similarity: “Each 
neighborhood has its own maracatu group, 
each with its own queen, and the queen does 
have authority over that community.” 

The rhythm itself cuts deep bass drum 
with snare and bells driving, polyrhyth- 
mic 4/4. Ketter’s band Maracatu New York 
stick purely percussion, but Legends 
the Preacher Nation Beat went for the fusion of 
Brazil with New Orleans and the American 
South, the first thing hit you the first 


track, “A Onde Tem Cerveja Tem Mulher” 
(“Wherever There Is Beer There Are Wom- 
en”), Skye Steele’s slashing country fiddle 
and Eduardo ringing over 
the maracatu drum beat, sounds that bring 
you right into zydeco territory. 

The fusion Mississippi and Capi- 
baribe” (the river that runs through Recife) 
came about Kettner and Martins played 
records for each other and noticed similari- 
ties. Legends the the maracatu 
rhythms seem able to hold everything: ac- 
cordion continues to make the Cajun country 
connection, but on “Nagé Nag,” the fiddle 
comes top very urban funk guitar 
riff that later breaks for Raphael McGregor’s 
“sacred” lap steel and one the purest the 
record’s maracatu call-and-response group 
vocal chants with lead singer Liliana 

It’s Aratijo, a Recife native, who's the roux 
this particular gumbo; the beat and her 
powerful voice fuse rock and funk guitars, 
bluegrass banjo breakdowns, English and 
Portuguese lyrics. This is especially true on 
“I'm Lonesome Could Cry.” She can’t 
quite pronounce “whippoorwill” the open- 
ing line, but she gets over that going for 
it, fearless performance replete with 
Portuguese spoken introduction and speed 
over nothing but percussion and rave- 
up instrumental followed by her soft sing- 
ing the verse (“The silence the falling 
over percussion and handclaps. 
It’s great arrangement from bluegrass 
banjo and fiddle country lap steel and 
great performance, one which the singer 
laughs, cries, and is transformed, as 
is the music itself. 


The album sticks with rustic folk lyrics 
about dancing, drinking, longing, partygo- 
ing. “When the band started writing music 
for the CD,” Kettner says, “we talked about 
finding our own folklore, because in a lot of 
traditional music from New Orleans and the 
Northeast of Brazil there’s always a theme 
singing about. It’s usually about 
themselves or their community, which al- 
ways envelops some kind folklore. And 
realized were searching for our folklore. 
What our folklore? We’re bunch Ameri- 
can guys living Brooklyn playing Brazilian 
music mixed with country music.” 

the band wrote, character emerged, 
and they decided to build on it. “We realized 
this character was simply deity with differ- 
ent faces.” each song, the deity appears 
different character: preacher Cowboy 
Brazil” and “The Preacher,” king 
Nag6,” king and queen Imperial.” 

With “Banzeiro,” the album makes its 
biggest stylistic leap. Aratijo trades mourn-

The 
sextet’s flair for 1920s formal wear and their 
musical skeleton of the same era’s jazz and 
orchestral pop fleshed out blues, coun- 
try, rock, and even klezmer — make them 
stand out much any group alien wor- 
shippers. And it’s been that way since they 
out Chapel Hill’s club scene and 
carved their own path through the grunge- 
and alternative-rock-dominated ’9o0s. 

Now, after a six-year absence, they’re 
back, regrouped since 2007, and heading to- 
ward making new album, with stop along 
the way the Paradise this Friday.

“We had both just discovered turn-of-the-cen- 
tury New Orleans jazz and found had lot 
the same tastes and had both come play- 
ing punk-rock bands,” explains Phillips. 


he, Mathus, and then-wife, 
Katherine Whalen, dove in. “A lot of the mu- 
sic from that era was poorly recorded, and 
were listening to most of it on tapes, so it was 
hard decipher,” goes on. “But Jimbo 
really deep musician. started learning 
all the chords, and there was a lot of whisky 
drinking, chicken frying, and playing music 
until all hours of the night.” 

By the time of the Zippers’ 1995 debut, The 
Inevitable (Mammoth), the group had become 
“a black box,” according to Phillips. “You 
stick your hand and you could pull any- 
thing out.”

Instead, 
they were sidelined, Phillips says, when for- 
mer members sued over disputed royalties.

well. In the Founders’ Theatre: Kevin 
G. Coleman directs the East Coast 
premiere of The Ladies Man, Charles 
Morey’s free adaptation of two works 
by French farceur George Feydeau, 
Tailleur pour dames (“The Ladies’ Dress- 
maker”) and Une puce a loreille (“A Flea 
in Her Ear”). Set in Belle Epoque Paris, 
the roughhouse farce revolves around 
a doctor with a beautiful young wife 
and an impotence problem that he 
tries to solve via an assignation with a 
lusty patient before backing out at the 
last minute. When he's caught climb- 
ing in through a window of his home, 
having stayed out all night, one lie 
leads to another, and it culminates 
in a frenzy of miscommunications, 
misdemeanors, double entendres, 
and crazily choreographed sexual 
shenanigans in a dressmaker’s shop.
